“Each farm 
is bigger now than it was in 1925,” 
he relates. “When I first hit the 
County, the average farm’ was 40 
acres. In the 1955 census the aver-. 
age was 600 acres. Palm Beach 
County grows more winter Green 
beans and sweet corn than any 
„other County in the U. S.” Mr. 
Mounts has received several awards 
including the USDA's superior ser- 
vice award, personally handed him 
(in 1959), by Secretary of Agri- 
curtural, E. T. Benson. He told 
of the origin of the. Everglades 
Experimental Station, “In _ the 
early days, farmers. were suspic- 
ious of the Experimental Staton.
